Subj: Unidentified flying object; report of sishting at 1104362 JAN 60 of 
Ref: (a) OPNAVINST 3220.9 of 10 Nov 55, same subj 


1. A CIRVIS report was originated hy the commander of a Uavy R7V-1 
eireraft, Bureau No, 44051, of VR~7, stationed at U. 5. Naval Air Station, 
Moffett Field, California. This aireraft, under the operational control 
of Military Air Transport Service, departed Hickham Air Force Base at 
1023272 January 1960 for Travis Air Foree Base, arriving Travis at 
1109402. Flight miber of the aircraft was PKA 660 of 11 Jamary. Cargo 
only was carried on this flight, no passengers. On instructions received 
from the Commander Western Sea Frontier, an agent of the District Inteili- 
gence Officer, Twelfth Naval District, in support of the Commander, Central 
Sector, Western Sea Frontier (Commandant, Twelfth Naval District), inter- 
viewed the individuals who observed the unidentified flying object when 
they arrived at UU. S. Naval Air Station, Moffett Field, during the morning 
of 11 January. 


2. ‘the information obtained from these individuals is as follows: 


a. The time the object was sighted was 11043¢Z January. Position 
was 30-30 North, 159-05 West. The aircraft was making good a conrsa or 
073 degrees true at a speed of 235 imots. Tha position of the aireraft 
had been fixed accurately eight minutes carlier at 04302 when in the 
Wieinity of Ccean Station Vessel NOVEMBER. The weather in the vicinity 
of the aireraft was deseribed as clear with unlimited visibility. The 
aireralt was above an overcast which extended to the 9,000-foot level. 

The aircraft later entered an overcast area in the vicinity of Lonzitudea 
134=30 Vest. No other aireraft were observed nor known to be in the area, 


b. James A, HAUSER, 283 28 20, ATC, USN, residing at.1595 Bayshore, 
Guxden Court, Santa Clara, California, first observed ths object. At the 
time, he was occupying the copilot’s seat on the starboard side forward of 
the airereft. ‘tihen he first observed it, the object was slightly aft of 
the aircraft and approximately 30 degrees hiyvher than the aircraft. It 
was irregular, but roughiy round, in shape, about half the sige of a 
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(uit moon. ie further deseribed 1+ aa similar to a VFory br lahe Waite 
i Be & a wiba an ivredular G20 » He estimated its Spesd as avout cre<tiiire 
that of a Falling stax. As it moved, the object constantly Jeoreased in 
Sice until it digas oaared ina posltion forward and abont 30 cCegress above 
the adworaft. The chjoct o.opearsd to mov® ina Straight line duxing the 
10 to 15 seeonds if was under observation. 
be Ensign John S, STEWARY, USN, 629514, who resides at 6oS Iris 
ivenue, ounnyvals, Culivornia, obs¢e rved the obje sob when 16 was ce tae 
+o his attentson oy Chier HAUSER, At the tine, Ensign STLWART iw: 
cupying the pilot's seat, port sice forward. Normally nh a res STEMAR Wt 
143 copilot (seoond pilots) for the alrveraft. At the time he Lirst observed 
the objec% hea estinated it to bear approximately 050 relative to ths 
alroraft, and to bs above the aireraft. As he vatehed, hs observed 16 
to be on @ flat trajectory and moving slowly. it appeared to ba round 
in 2 ppearance and white in color, approximately 15 to 20 tines larger 
then a planet, The object continued to move in a slightly cownward 
course, doereasing in size until 1% disappeared from sight ahead of the 
Aare rait. He was unable to determine whether or not tha op joc WAS 
approaching the aircraft or going away. Wa ¢ settee tenk tha tims he chserved 
the object to be 12 seconds. iis inpression of tha objeot in general was 
comaradvle to that of Chief HAUSER, sxcept that it appeared to he mors 
paid lacking the irregularity in the edges duscrised by Chisf iAUOKR, 
Easign STEWART ecommented he had observed a sinilar onject while en route 
from Travis to Hiekhaa about a nonth carlier and had been interviewed 
yolative to that sighting by the Air Force upon arrival at itickham, Us 
convared the object sightad on tha previous occasion as being larger 
than thy one sighted on this occasion; that the previous ob ject had been 
bluish white wheresa this one wis white. Susiga VIEWwALS aigso commented 
thas the original CIXVIS message had indicated the estimated course or 
the coject as about 310 deyrses, but that this could ba in considerable 
rror, and probably the course was in a more northerly dirsction.
